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providing causing the selected rich media presentation to be sent to the 
internet browser ; and 

automatically playing the provided rich media presentation within th e 
int e rn e t brows e r on th e d e vic e.

2. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1, wherein detecting the one 
or more attributes includ e s comprises detecting two or more attributes from: an 
operating system type attribute, a plug-in attribute; a browser type attribute, a 
firewall attribute, a monitor setting attribute; a language attribute; a bandwidth 
1 0 attribute mid or a protocol attribute . 



3. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 2, further comprising 
determining when the int e rn e t brows e r, or th e network device, or one or both of the 
internet browser and the network device supports playing the rich media 

1 5 presentatio n, and when, optimizing ; configuring the rich media presentation for th e 
int e rn e t brows e r, or th e n e twork d e vic e , or th e int e rn e t brows e r and th e n e twork 
d e vic e based on the detected attributes when a determination is made that playing 
of the rich media presentation is supported ; otherwise, displaying an alt e rnat e 
causing a supported presentation that to be sent to the internet browse r, or th e 

20 network device, or the internet browser and the network device supports .

int e rn e t browser and the d e vice based on the detected attributes when a 
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determination is made that playing of the rich media presentation is supported ; 
otherwise, providing th e int e rn e t brows e r on th e d e vice with an alt e rnat e 
presentation of the rich media presentation causing a supported presentation to be 
sent to the internet browser .
